The  girls  had  a remarkably  successful  season  as 
they  compiled  a PERFECT  12-0  record  and  became 
the  first  team  in  Fermi  history  to  go  undefeated.  This 
feat  was  truly  amazing  in  light  of  the  fact  that  there 
were  seven  sophomores  on  the  team  and  only  one 
senior.  Laurie  Lumsden  will  of  course  be  missed,  but 
the  team  will  remain  in  good  shape  for  next  year  with 
eight  of  nine  starters  returning. 

Despite  some  one-sided  games,  going  undefeated 
was  not  an  easy  accomplishment.  As  the  season  pro- 
gressed the  pressure  mounted  and  the  emotional  strain 
was  added  to  by  several  very  close  games  in  which 
the  girls  had  to  come  from  behind.  These  games  were 
a real  test  for  their  poise  and  the  outcomes  reflected 
their  never-dying  winning  attitude.

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"1975”  CLASS  HISTORY 


Come  with  me  for  a while  and  let's  review  a past  of  wonderful  and 
rewarding  experiences  of  the  Class  of  1973. 

"73  ” means  something  new  and  rewarding.  It  was  the  opening 
of  our  new  school,  Enrico  Fermi  High. 

Mr.  Anthony  Torre  was  appointed  principal  in  the  Spring  of 
1970,  our  freshman  year. 

Fermi  students  chose  blue,  black  and  white  for  the  school  colors 
and  the  falcon  as  the  mascot. 

However,  the  construction  of  the  new  school  was  plagued  by 
inclement  weather  and  labor  problems  and  in  June,  1970,  it  was 
announced  that  the  school  opening  would  be  delayed  and  double 
sessions  would  be  held  at  the  Enfield  High  School. 

During  our  sophomore  year,  the  flame  of  knowledge  was  inten- 
sified. During  late  October  forms  were  placed  in  the  main  office 
for  those  interested  in  running  for  class  officers.  The  sophomore 
candidates  for  office  were:  President,  Nalani  Kupau,  Norm  Charest, 
Alan  Pira,  Donald  Sheak,  and  Robert  Vella.  Vice  President,  Sue 
Moryto,  Mona  Abert  and  Patricia  Misiewicz.  Secretary,  Melissa 
Oase,  Ellen  Malley,  and  Liz  Cormier,  Treasurer,  Gary  Freed  and 
Phyllis  Bennici.  Director  of  Activities,  Cheryl  Crowley  and  Sheila 
Hughes.  Class  Historian,  Barbara  Smyth,  Kathleen  Karat,  and 
Laurie  Dewey.  On  November  9,  assemblies  were  held  for  the  intro- 
duction of  the  candidates.  At  the  assembly  a debate  was  held  on 
questions  concerning  the  philosophy  of  the  school.  On  November 
10,  the  candidates  were  elected  in  the  homerooms. 

To  lead  us  in  our  activities  for  the  year  were:  Don  Sheak,  Pres- 
ident; Sue  Moryto,  Vice  President;  Melissa  Oase,  Secretary;  Phyllis 
Bennici,  Treasurer;  Cheryl  Crowley,  Director  of  Activities.  Class 
Historian,  a position  which  is  maintained  for  three  years,  was 
Laurie  Dewey. 

Well,  we  were  now  set.  Plans  had  to  be  made  for  money-making 
projects.  Boy,  did  we  come  up  with  some  ideas.  Remember  the  car 
wash  which  turned  out  quite  well.  It  was  held  behind  the  Food 
Mart  and  it  was  pretty  cold  for  washing  cars.  Everyone  had  a good 
time.  Maybe  we  didn’t  get  all  the  spots  off  the  cars,  but  we  tried. 

I bet  you  remember  that  first  candy  sale — peanut  crunch,  and 
chocolate  covered  mints;  now  how  about  one  of  each?  The  sale 
went  very  well;  so  well  in  fact  that  it  is  paying  for  our  caps  and 
gowns. 

Remember  our  first  football  team.  No  Senior  players ! This  did 
not  stop  us.  Instead  of  playing  junior  varsity  teams,  our  Falcons 
went  full  force,  as  hard  as  they  could  against  more  experienced 
varsity  teams.  In  spite  of  the  odds  they  went  out  and  played  some 
good  games.  I'll  bet  you  football  players  remember  playing  Putnam, 
Plainfield  and  especially  McCann,  the  highlight  of  the  football 
season. 

Arousing  school  spirit  for  the  great  football  team  was  Colleen 
Henry,  a member  of  the  varsity  cheerleading  squad  for  three  years; 
Advised  by  Miss  Fonseca. 

We  certainly  can’t  forget  our  first  soccer  team  coached  by  Mr. 
Batista  or  our  basketball  team  coached  by  Mr.  Shea  and  Mr.  Snipe. 
Our  first  baseball  team  was  coached  by  Mr.  Ryzcek  and  Mr.  Nuccio. 
Our  track  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Ross,  did  an  excellent  job  which 
was  probably  due  to  their  getting  up  early  in  the  morning  and 
training  while  most  of  us  were  sleeping. 

We  didn’t  have  our  own  school  yet,  but  the  name  Fermi  High 
spread  quickly  in  the  area  of  athletics.  We  knew  we  were  a school 
then. 

There  were  many  in  school  and  after  school  activities  such  as 
film  study  program,  and  our  school  paper.  The  Voice,  advised  by 
Mr.  Raymond. 


Remember  our  small  band  during  our  sophomore  year,  followed 
by  the  twirling  majorettes  and  color  guard.  We  also  had  a group 
of  girls  who  backed  up  the  cheerleaders  and  they  were  known  as 
the  Pep  Squad. 

Teacher’s  Aid  was  another  morning  ‘activity  where  students 
volunteered  to  help  the  elementary  schools  several  mornings  each 
week.  There  was  a tennis  club  for  girls  and  we  played  tennis  if 
and  when  the  courts  were  free. 

Literay  Magazine  was  an  exciting  after  school  activity  where 
collections  of  selected  short  stories,  essays,  poems,  and  narratives 
and  other  forms  of  contemporary  literature  were  compiled  and 
sold  in  the  form  of  a little  booklet.  The  advisor  of  this  activity  was 
Miss  Mackley. 

For  some  lucky  students  there  was  a trip  during  the  spring  vaca- 
tion, to  London,  England.  Many  places  of  historical  interest  were 
visited. 

We’ll  never  forget  our  Yearbook  Staff  advised  by  Miss  Koplin. 

Remember  the  production,  "South  Pacific”,  which  the  Lamp- 
lighters presented — it  was  a great  success! 

Yes,  our  Sophomore  year  went  by  quickly  and  we  found  that  our 
class  account  contained  $1,050  a little  peanut  brittle. 

Our  Junior  year  arrived  and  we  finally  were  to  enter  our  "real 
home,”  Enrico  Fermi  High  School. 

Chosen  Class  Officers  this  year  were  President,  Don  Sheak;  Vice 
President,  Phyllis  Bennici;  Secretary  Pat  Nowell;  Treasurer,  Theresa 
Piranian;  Director  of  Activities,  Cheryl  Crowley. 

We  began  making  money  quickly  by  selling  Nestle’s  Candy  Bars. 
We  were  great  at  that.  We  ate  so  much  candy  there  was  no  room 
for  lunch. 

We  were  great  that  year  in  sports  too — the  teams  were  bigger 
and  better.  Girls’  sports  and  a swim  team  were  added  to  the  sports 
program. 

Our  band  now  consisted  of  thirty  members  and  they  did  a 
fantastic  job  during  half  time  shows  and  concerts. 

Our  Junior  Prom,  "Let’s  Stay  Together,"  was  a night  to  remem- 
ber. It  was  held  at  Chez  Josef  on  May  5.  Host  and  Hostess  Dan 
Hayden  and  Laurie  Dewey  greeted  each  couple  and  led  the  grand 
march. 

That  year  the  Lamplighters  presented  the  "Glass  Menagerie”,  "A 
Man  Called  Paine”,  and  "An  Evening  With  The  Masters”. 

We  can’t  forget  Dedication  Day  for  our  new  school.  There  were 
ceremonies  and  a parade. 

Other  activities  also  going  on  included  The  Ski  Club  and  Powder 
Puff  Football,  in  which  the  sophomores  and  juniors  played  flag 
football  against  the  seniors  and  killed  them.  The  low  point  was 
the  loss  to  the  Enfield  High  Powder  Puff  Team. 

For  the  academically  talented  student  we  had  our  National  Honor 
Society.  For  the  sports-minded  girl,  there  was  the  Girls’  Athletic 
Association  which  raised  money  for  scholarships  and  for  special 
projects.  That’s  where  you  got  your  school  pennants!  F.B.L.A. 
was  another  important  school  club  centering  around  activities  in 
the  business  field. 

Our  last  project  of  the  year  was  the  Senior  Farewell  Prom  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Russo.  We  made  "Never  Can  Say  Goodbye” 
a truly  memorable  evening  for  the  Class  of  ”72”.  Host  and  Hostess 
for  the  evening  were  Dan  Hayden  and  Laurie  Dewey.  Crowned 
King  and  Queen  were  Wayne  Gowdy  and  Roxanne  May. 

As  all  things  must,  our  junior  year  came  to  an  end.  All  in  all, 
it  was  a very  good  year. 

During  the  summer  we  sent  Daniel  Hayden  and  Donald  Sheak 
to  Nutmeg  Boys’  State  at  the  University  of  Connecticut  while  Laurie 
Dewey  represented  us  at  Laurel  Girls’  State. 
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Do  you  remember  receiving  your  appointment  card  in  the  mail 
for  senior  class  pictures?  Yes,  time  was  getting  short — just  one 
more  year  of  school ! 

We  entered  our  Senior  year  with  the  enlightenment  of  experience. 

Again  class  elections  were  held.  Terry  O’Toole  was  elected 
President;  Dan  Hayden,  Vice  President;  Sue  Surprise  served  as 
secretary  until  she  moved  in  November  at  which  time  Patricia 
Nowell  took  over  the  responsibilities;  Phyllis  Bennici,  treasurer; 
Sue  \fcGrath,  Director  of  Activities. 

By  now,  the  players  on  the  football  field  were  very  familiar  to 
us.  Seniors  included:  Co-captains,  Darrell  Elliott,  Bill  Cormier, 
Sean  McKeown,  and  Ken  Bourque.  Other  Seniors  were  Brad  Brodt- 
man.  Bill  Classen,  Jim  Fuller,  Dan  Gallo,  Dan  Hayden,  Steve 
Horstmeyer,  Mark  Leone,  Armand  Ruby  III,  Ron  Shelton,  Carl 
Violette,  Tom  Wells,  Paul  Blier  and  Gerry  Muska  were  team 
managers. 

Cheering  them  on  from  the  sidelines  were  senior  cheerleaders 
Colleen  Henry,  Fran  Malinoski,  and  Beth  Santanella. 

We  had  a great  swim  team  this  past  year — Falfins  had  a winning 
season  13-4.  Seniors  included:  Jim  Fuller,  Dan  Hayden,  Mike 
Martin,  Mike  Halgas,  Steve  Crouse,  and  Don  Sheak,  Captain. 

On  the  basketball  court  were  Senior  Captains  Sean  McKeown  and 
Ken  Bourque,  also  Armand  Ruby  III,  Mike  Kennedy,  Carl  Violette, 
Gary  Zera,  Rich  Grassette,  Larry  Figella,  Mark  Scavotto. 

Senior  girls  on  the  basketball  team  were  Captain  Debbie 
Courtemanche,  Laurie  Lumsden,  Tabitha  Ndisi,  Janet  Packard, 
and  Carolyn  Mayo. 

Our  Senior  winter  prom,  "Memories  Are  Made  of  This,”  was 
held  at  the  Elmcrest  Country  Club.  Host  and  Hostess  Jim  Fuller 
and  Fran  Malinoski  welcomed  each  couple. 

The  Drama  Club  had  already  begun  rehearsing  their  performance 
of  "Oklahoma,”  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein’s  American  Musical. 
Senior  members  included:  Bill  Donelan,  Armand  Ruby  III,  Bill 
Sweet,  Celeste  Gould,  Pat  Misiewicz,  David  Stock,  Beth  Santanella, 
Cindy  Labutis,  Nora  Joyce,  and  Clark  Howell. 

Covering  the  bases  for  Fermi  during  the  baseball  season  were 
Captains  Ken  Bourque  and  Sean  McKeown,  Bill  Classen,  Larry 
Figella,  Bob  Graczewski,  Steve  Hendrickson,  Tom  Quail,  Armand 
Ruby  III,  Tom  Wells  and  Gary  Zera. 

The  softball  team  had  an  undefeated  season  assisted  by  senior 
Laurie  Lumsden,  first  baseman. 

Track  and  Field,  coached  by  Mr.  Lengyel  ended  their  season  with 
7 wins,  3 losses.  Seniors  included:  Captains,  Dan  Hayden  and 
Mark  Leone,  also  Ed  Daly,  Darrell  Elliott,  Gary  Freed,  Steve 
Horstmeyer,  Rich  Kurek,  Bob  Pancavage,  Eugene  Shaltz,  and  Carl 
Violette. 

We  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Connors  as  we  dedicated  the  Yearbook 
to  him.  As  you  remember,  the  first  week  of  November  brought 
news  that  Mr.  Connors,  Vice-Principal,  would  leave  Fermi  to  accept 
a position  as  principal  in  Bellingham,  Massachusetts. 

Realizing  how  much  his  guidance,  advice  and  friendliness  would 
be  missed,  several  students  organized  an  assembly  to  express  our 
appreciation  for  all  that  he  had  done  during  our  three  years  at 
Fermi.  A few  months  passed,  and  Mr.  Cerrato  entered  the  building 
as  our  new  Vice  Principal,  which  made  Mr.  Kisiel  very  happy. 

"Traces”,  our  Yearbook,  is  in  many  ways  the  most  irnpressive 
and  exciting  school  publication.  Behind  the  scenes  in  room  A326 
the  staff  works  long  and  hard  to  record  all  our  activities  perma- 
nently.

Then,  before  we  knew  it,  we  were  planning  for  the  Class  Trip  to 
Washington,  Pennsylvania,  Williamsburg;  that  was  an  exciting 
week  with  Uncle  Tony  and  Uncle  Rev.
